1. (Currently amended) A preformed flower pot cover disposable about a 
flovyer pot, the preformed flower pot cover comprising: 

a preformed base sized to contain the flower pot^ and the preformed 
base having an upper end, a lower end, an outer peripheral 
surface and a pot opening formed through the upper end thereof 
and for providing access to a pot receiving space, the preformed 
base having a two dimensional decorative pattern on at least a 
portion thereo f, and the decorative oattern formed by applyino 
at least one ink on the preformed base so as to provide the 
decorative pattern having shaded and highlighted areas 
whereby the shaded and highlighted areas provide the 
decorative pattern with a visual perception of three 
dimensionalitv. applied thereto so as to form high l ighted and 
shaded areas which provid e th e d e corative pattern with a visua l 
p e rcept i on of three dim e nsiona l ity. 

2. (Original) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 1 wherein the 
preformed flower pot cover further comprises: 
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a skirt connected to the upper end of the preformed base so as to extend 
a distance from the upper end of the preformed base and 
terminating with an outer periphery. 

3. (Currently amended) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 2 
wherein the skirt is provided with a printed decorative pattern on at least a 
portion thereof, the decorative pattern formed by appiyino at least one 
ink to the skirt so as to provide the decorative pattern with thereon, the 
printed pattern hoving shaded and highlighted areas which provide the 
decorative pattern with a visual oerception of three dimensionality, te 
provide th e printed pattern on the skirt w i th q thr e e dimensiona l appearance 
due to the visua l p e rcept i on of depth created by th e shaded and highlighted 
areas of the printed pattern. 

4. (Currently amended) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 2 
wherein the upper end of the preformed base is disposable above the upper end 
of the flower pot when the flower pot is disposed in the pot receiving space and 
wherein the skirt of the preformed flower pot cover is provided with a printed 
pattern on at least a portion thereof, the printed pattern formed bv 
a pplying at least one ink to at least a portion of the skirt to provide 
shaded and hiqhiiahted areas wherebv the shaded and highlighted 
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areas provide the printed pattern on at least a portion of the skirt with 
a visual perception of three dimensionality, thereon, the printed pattern 
hav i ng shaded and h i gh l ighted ar e as to provid e the print e d pattern on the sk i rt 
with a three dimensional app e arance due to the visual perception of depth 
creat e d by the shad e d and high l ight e d areas of the printed pattern. 

5. (Original) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 1 wherein the 
preformed flower pot cover is formed of at least one sheet of material. 

6. (Currently amended) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 5 
wherein the preformed base of the preformed flower pot cover is provided 
with a plurality of overlapping folds. 

7. (Original) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 6 wherein at least a 
portion of the overlapping folds in the preformed base are bondingly connected. 

8. (Currently amended) The preformed flower pot cover of claim 5 
wherein the preformed base of the preformed flower pot cover is provided 
with a plurality of randomly positioned and bondingly connected overlapping 
folds, and wherein the preformed base is flattenable and unflattenable. 
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9. (Currently amended) A flower pot comprising: 

a preformed base having an upper end, a lower end, an outer peripheral 
surface and an opening formed through the upper end thereof and 
for providing access to a receiving space, the preformed base 
having a two dimensional decorative pattern on at least a portion 
thereo f, the two dimensional decorative pattern formed by 
applying at least one inl< applied to the outer oeriDheral 
surface of the preformed base whereby the decorative 
pattern is provided with shaded and highlighted areas 
ther e to so as to form highlight e d and shaded areas which provide 
the decorative pattern with a visual perception of three 
dimensionality. 

10. (Original) The flower pot of claim 9 wherein the flower pot further 
comprises: 

a skirt connected to the upper end of the preformed base so as to extend 
a distance from the upper end of the preformed base and 
terminating with an outer periphery. 

11. (Currently amended) The flower pot of claim 10 wherein the skirt is 
provided with a printed two dimensional decorative pattern thereon, the 
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decorative pattern formed bv aPDlvina at least one ink to at least a 
portion of the skirt such that shaded and highlialited areas are 
produced which provide the two dimensional decorative pattern with 
a visual perception of three dimensionalitv. pr i nt e d patt e rn hav i ng shaded 
and highlighted orcos to prov i de the print e d pottcrn on the skirt with a three 
dim e nsiona l appearance due to the v i sual perception of depth crcotGd by the 
shaded and high l ighted areas of th e printed pattern. 

12. (Original) The flower pot of claim 9 wherein the flower pot is formed of 
at least one sheet of material. 

13. (Currently amended) Theflowerpotof claim 12 wherein the preformed 
base of the flower pot is provided with a plurality of overlapping folds. 

14. (Original) The flower pot of claim 13 wherein at least a portion of the 
overlapping folds In the preformed base are bondlngly connected. 

15. (Currently amended) Theflowerpotof claim 12 wherein the preformed 
base of the flower pot is provided with a plurality of randomly positioned and 
bondingly connected overlapping folds, and wherein the preformed base is 
flattenable and unflattenable. 
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16. (Currently amended) A plant package, comprising: 

a preformed base liaving an upper end, a lower end, an outer peripheral 
surface and a pot opening formed through the upper end thereof 
and providing access to a receiving space, the preformed base 
having a two dimensional decorative pattern on at least a portion 
thereo f, the two dimensional decorative pattern formed by at 
least one ink applied to at least a oortion of the outer 
peripheral surface of the preformed base thereto so as to form 
shaded and highlighted areas which provide the two dimensional 
decorative pattern with a visual perception of three dimensionality; 
and 

at least one item disposed in the receiving space of the preformed base, 
wherein the item is selected from the group consisting of a pot, a 
floral grouping, a plant, a propagule, a botanical item, growing 
medium, retaining medium, and combinations thereof. 



17. (Original) The plant package of claim 16 further comprising a skirt 
connected to the upper end of the preformed base so as to extend a distance 
from the upper end of the preformed base and terminating with an outer 
periphery. 
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18. (Currently amended) The plant package of claim 17 wherein the skirt 
is provided with a printed decorative patt e rn thereon, th e printed pattern 
having shaded and highlighted areas on at least a portion thereof, the 
decorative oattern formed bv applying at least one ink to at least a 
portion of the skirt whereby the shaded and highlighted areas are 
formed which provide the decorative oattern with a visual perception 
of three dimensionalitv. having shad e d and h i ghlighted ar e as to provide the 
print e d pattern on the skirt with a thr ee dimensional appearanc e du e to th e 
v i sua l p e rception of d e pth created by th e shaded and highlight e d areas of the 
printed pattern. 

19. (Currently amended) The plant package of claim 16 wherein the 
preformed base of the plant package Is formed of at least one sheet of 
material. 

20. (Currently amended) The plant package of claim 19 wherein the 
preformed base of the plant package is provided with a plurality of 
overlapping folds. 

21. (Original) The plant package of claim 20 wherein at least a portion of 
the overlapping folds in the preformed base are bondingly connected. 
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22. (Currently amended) The plant package of claim 19 wherein the 
preformed base of the plant package is provided with a plurality of randomly 
positioned and bondingly connected overlapping folds, and wherein the 
preformed base is flattenable and unflattenable. 

23. (Currently amended) A flower pot cover disposable about a flower pot, 
the flower pot cover having a printed pattern thereon including shaded and 
highlighted areas which provides the printed pattern with a three dimensional 
appearance, the flower pot cover comprising: 

a preformed base sized to contain the flower pot and having an upper 
end, a lower end, an outer peripheral surface and a pot opening 
formed through the upper end thereof for providing access to a pot 
receiving space; and 

a skirt connected to the upper end of the preformed base so as to extend 
a distance outwardly from the upper end of the base and 
terminating with an outer periphery, the skirt having the printed 
pattern on at least a portion thereof wherein the printed 
pattern is formed bv applying at least one ink to the skirt so 
as to provide the printed pattern with shaded and 
highlighted areas which provide the printed pattern with a 
visual perception of three dimensionality, a two d i mensiona l 
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decorative pattern on at le ast a portion thereof formed by at l east 
one in l < appl i ed thereto so as to form highlighted and shaded areas 
wh i ch provide the decorat i v e pattern with a visua l perception of 
thr ee dimensionality. 

24. (Original) The flower pot cover of claim 23 wherein the flower pot cover 
is formed from at least one substantially flat sheet of material having the 
printed pattern including shaded and highlighted areas thereon. 

25. (Currently amended) The flower pot cover of claim 23 wherein the 
upper end of the preformed base is disposable above the upper end of the 
flower pot when the flower pot is disposed in the pot receiving space and 
wherein the preformed base of the flower pot cover is provided with a printed 
pattern thereon, the printed pattern on at least a portion thereof, the 
orinted pattern formed bv applying at least one ink to at least a portion 
of the skirt so as to provide the printed pattern with shaded and 
highlighted areas which provide the printed pattern with a visual 
perception of three dimensionality , having shaded and high li ghted areas 
to provide the pr i nted pattern on th e bas e with a three dimensiona l app e arance 
due to the visual perception of depth created by the shad e d and high l ighted 
areas of th e printed pattern.
